Claim 34. (previously presented) The method of Claim 33 wherein 
androgen alopecia is male pattern baldness. 

Claim 35. (previously presented) The method according to Claim 33, 
wherein the 17P-(N-tert-butylcarbamoyl)-4-aza-5a-androst-l-ene-3-one inhibitor is 
transdermally administered by a transdermal skin patch. 



Claim 36. (currently amended) A transdermal skin patch e 
rnnsistinp essentially of a therapeutically effective amount of a 5 alpha-reductase 2 inhibitor 
as the active ingredient . 

Claim 37. (previously presented) The transdermal skin patch according 
to Claim 36 wherein the Salpha-reductase 2 inhibitor is 17p-(N-tert-butylcarbamoyl)-4-aza- 
5a-androst- 1 -ene-3-one.
